AMERICAN HEADQUARTERS IN GERMANY, Dec. 24.— 


With the spirit of peace on earth good will toward men two mil- 
lion American soldiers will enjoy a really merry Christmas on 
German and French soil today. In the back areas the holiday 
feast will be elaborate, while in the advance areas most of the 
Christmas boxes failed to arrive in spite of the best efforts of the 
transportation units, but the Red Cross and the Y. M. C. A. are 
rushing special trains loaded with boxes in an effort to get them 
here in time for the celebration. While the true Christmas spirit 
prevails the doughboys' minds are centered on the one thing, the 
Uttle family group back home. More than 220,000 Americans will 
spend their Christmas in Germany, where one of the strangest 
situations in history exists. Two races which a few weeks ago 
were engaged in mortal combat cooperated in the celebration to- 
day. Throughout German territory the inhabitants are prepar- 
ing to aid in the celebration and their sentiments are sincere. 


HUNGARIAN MINISTRY IS PEEVED

today to have declared its opposition to the occupancy of Hungary 
by the Allies. The ministers are understood to have asked the 
Allies if they intended to occupy the entire country, threatening 
to resign in a body if the answer is affirmative. 


Count Karolyi, Hungarian Premier, was reported recently to 


have announced his intention to resign, owing to the unstable po- 
litical situation. As regarding the occupation the French entered 
{Budapest several weeks ago. 


MORE U-BOATS COMING IN

LONDON, Dec. 24.—Fifty more German submarines includ- 


ing some of the larger type, will be surrendered soon, it was learn- 
ed today. They were either not completed or out of commission 
when the other U-boats were surrendered last month. 


The surrender of 50 additional submarines will bring the total 


turned over to the Allies to 174, which exceeds the number believ- 
ed to have been in Germany's possession.

AMERICAN HEADQUARTERS IN GERMANY, Dec. 24.— 


With the spirit of peace on earth good will toward men two mil- 
lion American soldiers will enjoy a really merry Christmas on 
German and French soil today. In the back areas the holiday 
feast will be elaborate, while in the advance areas most of the 
Christmas boxes failed to arrive in spite of the best efforts of the 
transportation units, but the Red Cross and the Y. M. C. A. are 
rushing special trains loaded with boxes in an effort to get them 
here in time for the celebration. While the true Christmas spirit 
prevails the doughboys' minds are centered on the one thing, the 
Uttle family group back home. More than 220,000 Americans will 
spend their Christmas in Germany, where one of the strangest 
situations in history exists. Two races which a few weeks ago 
were engaged in mortal combat cooperated in the celebration to- 
day. Throughout German territory the inhabitants are prepar- 
ing to aid in the celebration and their sentiments are sincere. 


HUNGARIAN MINISTRY IS PEEVED 


Bj United Ttrm 


BERLIN, (Delayed.)—The Hungarian ministry was reported 


today to have declared its opposition to the occupancy of Hungary 
by the Allies. The ministers are understood to have asked the 
Allies if they intended to occupy the entire country, threatening 
to resign in a body if the answer is affirmative. 


Count Karolyi, Hungarian Premier, was reported recently to 


have announced his intention to resign, owing to the unstable po- 
litical situation. As regarding the occupation the French entered 
{Budapest several weeks ago. 


MORE U-BOATS COMING IN 


BT TjnlUd Pn» 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—Fifty more German submarines includ- 


ing some of the larger type, will be surrendered soon, it was learn- 
ed today. They were either not completed or out of commission 
when the other U-boats were surrendered last month. 


The surrender of 50 additional submarines will bring the total 


turned over to the Allies to 174, which exceeds the number believ- 
ed to have been in Germany's possession. 


REVOLTING GERMAN MARINES IN BATTLE

BERLIN, (Delayed.)—Mutinous marines who revolted wher 


ordered to sea are entrenched in the Royal Palace here after a 
battle with the military guards. On receiving their orders to sea 
regiments of the marines rioted, kidnapping the military com- 
mander of the ship and holding him prisoner. In the fighting which 
ensued four marines were killed and ten wounded.
